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Orests Berllngs^ resident of 7501 Ridge 
Boulevard^ Brookl^^ was interviewed on Nap 3/ 196 I# 
and he requested that the following information be 
kept as eonfidehtial as far as possible;

of his Soviet superiors in Oermany in 19^K>~^^1. 

Barlings stated he thought he recalled 
seeing Filippov's name mmtioned in the "New York 
Times ^ in 1952 or 1933 in connection with a press 
release. He had a vague recollection of the time 
because he assoeiated it with a still 
reoclleotion of meeting scw&eone trcm the Voice of 
Amerioa, possibly a Runmnian individual from Berlin, 
who was woxicing in the French section of Voice of America 
and who mentioned Filippov was in the united 
States* Barlings never saw Filippov in the united 
States and he could recall no further details. 



Berlings stated that Umars Rupners was a 
olose personal friend of bis all his life . He has - 
not seen Rupners since the mid-1940's, when the 
latter reamiined in Latvia to work against the Soviets. 



Berlings related Umars Rupners was the 
second youngest son of a stock broker and i^orter 
who i«s an agrioultural rmresentative in Latvia of 
the No Cormiok Oospany. The elder Rupners was a man 
of wealth, stature, and brains. When ttie Soviets 
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took over Latvia, the elder Rupners escaped and is now 
living la the united States. To the best of Berliogs 
^oolleotion, llstars' mother meb deported to Siberia 
and might have possibly died in iCulymsk. 

Ilmars married a nice Latvian girl ty the 
name of Velta Zarina. Both of them were prominent 
in field and track. They belonged to the substantial 
"upper crust" in Latvia. Umars' wife and son are now 
in New Tortc. Berliogs last met Velta Rupners in New 
York about five years ago. 

Berlings stated that there can never be any 
question about Ilmars Rupnera position regsu^ng the 
Soviets. Be is a straight Latvian nationalist and 
has always maintained an "all out position" against 
the Soviets. He is oouiageous, dependable, a^ has 
physical courage of the highest extent. 

He has played "fantastic tricks" against the 
Soviets. When the "Cheka" came to arrest him on one 
occasion, Ilmars escaped through a two foot by one 
foct window. He finally was captured by the ^Oheka" 
but escaped and obtained employment on a Kholkox, un« 
der a false identity. He became well known and 
prominent in the Kholkos in 1940-1941. He organised 
an underground and tried to take an active part in 
chasing the Bolsheviks out of Latvia. 

Ilmars had strong ri^t leanings and for a 
time, associated with the rightwin^' group Perkonkruses, 
an ult 2 »ipatrlotio group. The prime head of 
Perkonkruses ims arista vs Oelmina who is presently in 
the united States. Rupners was associated with Oelmins 
for a time. The Qerraans tried to use this organisation 
as a Nazi front. Ilmars approached Berlings about the 
organization and then stayed away trom it when Berlings 
told him what it was. For a period, Ilmars stayed 
away from politics entirely. 
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Rat Oraata Barlioas aka

Barlioga atatad that aftar tha war« Rupnara 
waa diacovarad by tha CooMniata and aant to a camp# 
but ha aaoapad. Ha haa bam "a man with a prioa on 
hia haad.” 



Baxtioga atatad tlutha doaa not think that 
Unara ia fraa now. Ha fait that ha waa in the handa 
of tha Soviata. Ha aaid that Unsu^s would aaorlfioa 
hia akin rathar than batray a friand. Ha aaid that 
Ilaara iinpraaaad avaryona by hia paraonal oouraga ao 
Much that ha ia litaraSy living on that aubatmoa. 

Ona of Xlaars boama frianda ia Barlinga 
brother-in-law« Oawalda Poriatia^ fonaar Latvian 
Joumaliat and bzvadoaatar. Porlatia waa twioa da- 
portad to prlaon labor oaopa by tha Soviata. iba 
firat tiaa ha waa aant to Vorkuta, fron which ha waa 
ralaaaad aftar Stalin 'a daath. Ha waa aubaaquantly 
ralaaaad again from priaon labor camp to dia. Hia 
health waa ooaqDlatalyiraokad, but ha amahow lived. 

Ha is now the manager of a Xltolkoa, at which Barlii^' 
mothar-in-law ia a bookkaapar. Poriatia ia living 
with Barlinga* aothar-in-law, MILDft SFUIKCS, on har 
farm naar Stalpa, Latvia. Barlinga atatad that ha 
doaa not dare writa a aingla line to either of them. 

Barlinga atatad that ha had grown up in tha 
aama nal^borhood aa Ilmara Rupnara. They want to 
aohool together, fought t<^athar, and ahared all ax- 
parianoaa together aa boya and aa nan. Ha atatad thora 
waa no quaation in hia mind that Rupnara haa alwaya 
bean anti -Soviet. 
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Be said there was a runor la the 19^ *s 
that Uaiars ifiiM a oeman spy« but he said that there 
eas absolutely not the slii^test bit of truth to 
this runor, 

Berliogs said that he had in £he past 
heard bits of inforBstion about ilaarsV aotivities 
and present state through Rupners* father, idu> still 
had some devious souroes into Latvia, idiaretay he 
oooasionally seoured sane informatioa oonoeming 
his son. 

Barlings stated that his cassette has been 
accepted by the photograi^c industry as a standard 
and in the near future, there sill undoubtedly be a 
considerable amount of publicity oonoeming his 
cassette and therein concerning his name in oonneo* 
tion therewith. 
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
